Columbia, 8. C., May 26.—(Special.)— 
Governor McSweeney this morning re- 
ceived, on the train while going to Chick- 
amaugea, the official resigyations of Sen- 
ators TiJlman and McLaurin, dated Gaff- 
ney. May 25th. to take effect September 
‘16th next. When asked what he had to 
say about the’ matter, Governor McSwee- 
ney said: , 

“The resignations of Senators Tillman 
and McLaurin as United States senators 
were received by me in the ma! this 
morning as I was leaving for Chieka- 
mauga,. the resignations to take effect 
September 15th. I will not take up the 
consideration of these resignations til) I 
return to my office. At the present I 
have nothing to say and no comment to 
make upon the action of these gentle- 
men.”’ 


_ Colonel Wiley Jones, chairman of the 
state democratic executive committee, is 
aboard the special today. He said when 


asked about the senatorial situation: 

“Of.course I will have to call a meet- 
ing of the state democratic executive com- 
mittee in consequence of the action taken 
yesterday by our senators. I would say.

_ Jones in the Race. 

Colonel Jonés gaid when asked the dli- 
rect question. 

“You may say that I will be in the race 
for Untied States senator from South 
Carolina, no matter what form the. pri- 
mary election therefor may assume.” 

The position of the state chairman will 
indicate how much of g@ muddle the gen- 
éral public is in as to the terms under 
which the race will be run. McLaurin 
wishes to fight it out with Tillman alone 
‘and leave the other candidates, and there 
‘will be a whole bunch, to scramble for 
the short term. 

It is undérstood that Senator McLaurin 
and Senator Tillman bave a tacit agree- 
‘ment to contest for the long term, to 
which Tillman was elected last January. 
Under the state democratic party rules, 
the candidate must designate specifically 
the office to which he aspires. Whether 
McLaurin wins over Tillman, or Tillman 
is re-elect McLaurin’s unexpired term 
will be fil Md by a new man. There are 
four announced candidates: 

Asbury C. Latimer, congressman from 
the third district, and said to be Till- 
man’s lieutengnt; D. 8S. Henderson, state 
senator from Aiken; Colone] George John- 
ston, ex-congréssman from the third dis- 
trict, and Wiley Jones, chairman of the 
state democratic executive committee and 
executive officer of the Carolina National 
bank, Bet-veen Johnston and Latimer 
there ia no good feeling, and this race 
may be as iriteresting as it promised to 
be before thé conditions were changed 
and McLatitin. as is were, put on the of- 
fensive. 

The governor has the right to appoint 
regardless of party action, and an effort 
will be made to get him to appoint new 
men, on the ground that Tillman and Mc- 
Laurin have overstepped the bounds of 
propriety.

MAY TEST McSWEENEY’S NERVE 


Charleston Wants Governor To Fill 
Both Vacancies. 

Charieston, 8. C., May 2%.—(Special.) 

No political event since the advent of 


' Tillmanism has stirred and excited the 


people of Charleston more than the sen- 
sational happening at Gaffney yesterday 
which led up to the resignation of the 
two South Carolina senators. Charleston 
has fought Tillman without reserve. The 
double dealing of McLaurin has not made 
him strong politically here, although the 
money element is inclined in his favor. 
The one hope of the people is in the pos- 


sible defeat of both senators in the gpe- 


cial primary election which will doubt- 
less De held. While the joint resignation 
of McLaurin and Tillman is uncondition- 
al, Governor McSweeney has the power 
to appoint successors to fill the unexpired 
terms, thus ignoring a special primary. 
It would take a cast-iron nerve in Mc- 
Sweeney to strike out on such bold and 
startling lines, and his nerve for such a 
move—which would send Tillman and Mc- 
Laurin to political oblivion for a time at 
least—is doubted. McSweeney, however, 
holds the lever of the overthrow of both.

McSWEENEY IS AT KNOXVILLE 


Governor of South Carolina Declines 
To Forecast. 

Knoxville, Tenn., May 26.—(Special.)— 
Governor McSweeney and Colonel Wlley 
Jones, of South Carolina, passed through 
here tonight en route to Chattanooga to 
attend the South Carolina monument 
dedication at Chickamauga tomorfow. 
Governor .McSweeney was asked if he 
had received the resignations of Senators 
Tillman and McLaurin. He replied: 

‘Yes, the papers from both gentlemen 
reached me this morning just before I left 
Columbia. I regret th ffair of yester- 
day very much, as both are able men and 
are too good for South Carolina to lose 
as its representatives in the national con- 
gress.”’ 

“When will the resignations take ef- 
fect, end whom will you appoint?’ was 
asked. 

“I prefer not to make any further state- 
ment,’ Governor McSweeney replied. 
“The time the resignations are effective, 
if they are allowed to stand, will be made 
known later.. The question of successors 
will also come up later.’’ 

Colonel Jones, when asked whether he 
would be a candidate for senator, re- 
plied: . 

“I have decided to enter the race for ap- 
pointment as senator. Since leaving Co- 
lumbia this morning I have reached a 
definite decision. I have wired my friends 
in Columbia to go to work at onee in my 
behalf. Where two such big men as Tiil- 
man and McLaurin get out of the way, 
there is plenty of room for a little fellow 
like me.”’ — 

The gentlemen were in Knoxville about 
fifteen minutes.

Most of Large Shops Have Granted 
Demand. 


NO TROUBLE IS REPORTED 


Members of the International Union

strike, the situation in Philadelphia is as 
follows: Sixty-seven.firms out of 150 have 
gone from the ten-hour to the nine-hour 
day basic without a-reduction in weges;

Meeting at Buffalo. 

Buffalo, N. Y., May 26.—The ‘members 
of the International Association of Ma- 
chinists held a “meeting today to discuss 
the local situation. A committee repre- 
senting the machinists emplcyed by the 
New York Central in this city was pres- 
ent. The employees of the New York 
Central who have hitherto taken no part 
in the strike today drew up a commun*® 
cation addressed to A. W, Wattt, super- 
intendent of motive power, and G. Has- 
selton, assistant superintendent of the 
western division, asking for the nine-hour 
day and a 10 per cent advance in wages 
to begin June. 1st. 

Regarding the situation in the Lehigh 
Valley shops. Superintendent Val Allen 
said tonight: 

“The strike at the Lehigh shops is end- 
ed. We had 854 men before the strike was 
declared. We have now 315 men; all we 
need.”’ 

Conference at Dunkirk. 

Dunkirk, N. Y., May 26.--A conference 
of officers of the Brooks Locomotive 
Works and the striking machinists was 
held tonight. THe Brooks company will 
submit a proposition tomorrow morning 
for the strikers to accept or reject. It 
is thought that both sides have receded 
and that a compromise will be effected 
and that the men will go to work. If 
the men do not return to work Monday 
the company has announced that they 
will close the. works for three weeks, 
when the management will pass into the 
hands of the American Locomotive Com- 
pany. Over 2,500 men will be idle if the 
works do not reopen.” 

Signed the Scale. 

Toledo, Ohio, May 26.—The Toledo Ma- 
chine and Tool Company today notified 
the machinists’ committee that it would 
sign the new scale and the plant will start 
tomorrow morning. This was one of the 
laygest plants where the machinists were 
out and the settlement was unexpected. 

Indorsed the Tunnel Strike. 

New York, May 2%.—The Central Fed- 
erated Union of New York, representing 
all of the labor organizations of the city. 
at its weekly meeting indorsed the rapid 
transit tunnel strike. According to the 
labor leaders, this will result in a com- 
plete tie-up of work on the subway unless 
the ccntractors grant the demands of the 
striking engineers and rock drillers. The 
action taken by the Central Federated 
Union was In oppositicn, to the wishes of 
its president, John J. Pallas. 


Situation at Cinc!nnati. 
Cincinnati, O., May 26.—During the past 
week seventeen small manufacturers out 
of the seventy shops in this city have 
signed the new scale demanded by the 
machinists, and 300 men have returned to 
work, There are still about 3,000 machin- 
ists cut, and about the same number of 
laborers, apprentices,’ etc.

DISCUSS REVISION AGAIN 


Presbyterian General | Assembly To 
Resume Debate Today. 


DEFINITE ACTION PROBABLE 


Predicted That Moderate Revision- 
ists Will Win Against the 
New Creedists. 


_ Philadelphia, May 28—The debate on 
the revision of the’ confession of faith, 
which took up the whole of three days 
week. will ‘be résuméd tomorrow 
morning by the Presbyterian 


assembly | 
comment has béeeg*Made by the commis- 
sioners over the-high character of the 
debate as far as it has’ gone. There has 
been a total absence ut ‘harsh feeling. 

The question now before the assembly 
is: “Shall the- majority report be adopted 
in its entirety?’ This report, briefly 
Stated, recommends the appointment of a 
committee to prepare a brief summary 
of the reformed faith, bearing the same 
relation to the confession ‘which the 
shorter. catechism bears to’ the larger 
catechism and formed on the. general 
model of the concensus creed, prepared 
for the assembly of 1892, or the “Articles 
of Faith’’ of the Presbyterian Church of 
England. The report also recommends 
that this committee prepare amendments 
to the several chapters of the confession, 
either by modification of the text or by 
declaratory. statement, so as more clear- 
ly to express the mind of the church. The 
motions to dismiss the whole matter and 
to strike out the recommendation in the 
majority report for @ brief summary hav- 
ing been defeated, the contést has nar- 
rowed down to a struggle between the 
advocates of a new creea and those who 
wish only a moderate revision of the 
confession. 

It is predicted, with considerabie show 
of confidence, that the moderate revision- 
ists will win against the new creedists, 
and that it will then resolve itself into a 
contest over the nature of the changes. 
The two votes already taken would indi- 
cate that the report of the majority will 
be adopted without amendment. but if 
that comes about it will not be without a 
struggle. The modefate revisionists who 
voted with the more extreme members 
of the church against dismissal will ally 
themselves with the dismissalists against 
any radical amendments to the report. 


‘The sentiment for a declaratory state- 


ment as against a brief summary is grow- 
ing, and it is believed that the final vote 
may come on these tWo issues, 

It is not Iikely that the assembly will 
adjourn before Thursday. The Rev. Dr. 
W. H. Roberts, the stated clerk. gave out 
the information. that there is still two 
days’ work before the assembly after the 
revision question is out of the way.

FWE LIVES WERE LOST 


- MANY PASSENGERS HURT 


Both Motormen Among Those Killed. 


| Shrieks of Dying and Injured 


Were Heartrending—Post- 
office Turned Into a 
Morgue. 


. Afbany, N. Y., May 2%.—Electric cars 
racing for a switch, while running in op- 
posite directions at the rate of forty miles 
an hour, cost five lives this afternoon by 
@ terrific collision in which over forty 
prominent people were injured, some 
fatally and others seriously. 

The lobby of the local postoffice filled 
with dead and wounded, hysterical women 
and children looking for relatives and 
friends. surgeons administcring tempvr- 
ary relief, and ambulances racing through 
the city, taking the wounded to hospitals, 
were the early intimations of the accident. 
The scere of the accident was a point 
about two miles out of Greenbush, on the 
line of the Albany and Hudson railway. 
The: point where the cars met on the sin- 
gle track was at a sharp curve, and so 
fast were both running and so sudden was 
the collision, that the motorman never 
had time to put on the brakes before the 
sovthbound car had gone almost clean 
through the other car and hung on the 
edge of a high /bluff with its load of 
shriekirg, maimed humanity. One motor- 
man was pinioned up against the smash- 
¢d front of the southbound:car with both 
legs severed and killed instantly, while 
the other one lived but a tew minutes. 

Pully 120 men, women and children 
forred a struggling, shrieking pyramid, 
mixed with blood, detachsd portions of 
buman bodies and the wreckage of the 
cars. Some of the more slightly injured 
of the men extricated themselves and be- 
gan to pull.people out of the-rear ends of 
the two cars; and almost every one was 
teken out: !n this way and-nearty all were 


A Grewsome Sc ene : 
escaped injury and death were hysterical, 
and. added .their cries to the shrieks of 
the dying and mutilated: Men with 
broken arms and bones, dislocated joints 
ond Mocdy heads and faces tried to assist 
others who were more helpless. Help had 
been seummoned from East Greenbush 
and vicinity, and in a little time the 
bruised mass of humanity, with the mu- 
tifated dead for a grewsome and silent 
company, were loaded on extra cars and 
taken to Albany. There ambulances and 
thysicians hal been summoned and the 
postoffice turned into.a morgue and hos- 
pital. As fast as the physicians could 
temporarily fix up the wounded they were 
taken to their homes, orto the hospital. 
With both motormen killed, it was hard 
to get et the real cause of the accident, 
but it is pretty well determined that it 
was caused by an attempt of the south- 
bound car to réach a second. switch, in- 
stead of waiting for the northbound car 


at the first siding. 

The cars veigh fifteen tons each, and 
are the largest electric cars ever. bullt, 
but so frightful was the crash that both 
cars were torn almost to splinters. Both 
cars were filled with Sunday pleasure 
seekers returning from the new recreation 
erounds that the railway had just opened. 

The motorman of the southbound car 
reached one of the switches, but seeing no 
northbound: car. devided to take chances 
and go on to the next siding. It was at a 
curve between that the two cars met.

China Has Its First Row 
at Pekin. 


AMERICAN SENTRY ON . DUTY 


German Pfficer Would Not Obey and 
- American Bayonet Was Point- 
ed at Him. 


Pekin, May %.—The United States lega- 
tion guard has had its first trouble. Le- 
gation street is being repaired near the 
American sentry was 
Placed at the point with orders to direct 
peopie around by a side street. Every- 
body obeyed the réquest with the excep- 
tion of the Germans, both officers and 
soldiers, who have caused. the American 
sentries much trouble. 

Qne of the German officers drew his 
sword and charged an American soldier, 
who brought his bayonet to “charge,” 
whereupon the officer desisted. Subse- 
quently a German soldier charged past 
the sentry, who fired, hitting another 
German soldier near the German lega- 
tion, a quarter of a mile off. This, for- 
tunately, was only a slight flesh wound. 
The sentry has been placed under arrest 
and Major Robertson has instituted an 
investigation. 

The attitude of Dr. Mumm Von 
Schwartzenstein, German minister, repre- 
senting the civilians, and Count von Wal- 
dersee, representing the military, as well 
as. that of other high officials, has been 
particularly friendly toward the Ameri- 
cans, which makes ail the more pro- 
nounced the unfriendly feeling evinced 
by a majority of the German officers and 
men. This unfriendliness is attributed 
to the American attitude in retaining 
control with the legation guards of one 
entrance to the. Forpidden City, -which 
the Germans consider a reflection upon 
their national honesty. 

‘Today’s meeting of the ministers of the 
powers was devoted to closing up details 
of business independent of the indemnity 
question, and the military authori- 
ties of the various powers seem to con- 
sider @ settlement in sight, as general 
preparations are being made for the evac- 
uation of Pekin in the early future.

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Charleston Every Day, 
HARD 10 CATCH A TIGER

Raiders Drop Into a Place Just Af- 
ter the Proprietor Has Suc- 
ceeded in Removing Ev- 
erything from Their 
Reach. 


Charleston, 8S. C., May 26.—(Special.)— 
With*the closing of the liquor dispensa- 
ries and with the active warfare which 
is being waged against the “blind ti- 
gers’’ in Charleston, the keepers of the 
illegal establishments where intoxicants 
are sold are put to their wits to protect 
their property and continue to do bus- 
iness despite, the state’s interference. Up 
to a year ago the tigers had an up hill 
fight. Of late the five hundred’ places 
have been finding things easy, but now 
they are forced to seek extreme measures 
to evade the law. The story of how the 
managers Continue to operate, with an 
account of the way the beer and whisky 
is smuggled in and kept from the reach 
of an army of spies, is perhaps the most 
unique feature of Senator Tillman’s mo- 
nopolistic law. In Charleston, more than 
in other sections of the state, the tigers 
are victorious: in almost every battle, 
and the reason of this is the hard feeling 
toward the law by all classes here. If 
the tigers cannot defeat the purposes of 
the state in the raiding work they can 
show the better hand in the courts, for 
Charleston juries will not convict deal- 
ers for violation of the law, however 
strong the evidence of guilt might be, 

During the most exciting times in South 
Carolina, when blood was shed freely to 
uphold the law, dealers in this city found 
it difficult to get liquor from outside 
sources. In almost every case it was 
seized while in transit, and evén the su- 
preme court of the United States failed 
to offer protection to purchasers. It was 
while trying to devise schemes for run- 
ning the blockade that a firm in Charles- 
ton conceived the idea of having the 
| liquor shipped here in coffins. The plan 
was quickly put into effect. In a Georgia 
town the liquor was bought, securely 
packed in a cheap ,pine coffin and then 
placed in the ordinary wooden box. Two 
miles above the city there is a railroad 
crossing just opposite the cemetery, and 
it was a common occurrence for caskets 
to be removed at that point from trains 
and hauled to the cemetery. The Charles- 
ton dealers went about their work in the 
most careful manner. When the train 
brought in the first shipment it was met 
at the crossing by a hearse and four pall- 
bearers, all of whom were dressed in the 
regulation funeral garb, including the 
white gloves. When the “body’’ was 
lifted into the hearse the people who 
watched the proceeding from car win- 
dows never suspected the real truth. The 
coffin would be hauled to some remote 
spot, where the liquor was taken out and 
carried in small packages to the various 
blind tigers. 

So many coffins began coming in, how- 
ever, that the suspicions of the public 
were aroused and an investigation was 
demanded. There was an idea that whis- 
Ky was being smuggled, and when the 
constables got wind of this they decided 
to investigate. One morning a squad ot 
officers concealed themselves in a shed 
near the crossing, and while waiting 
there for the train the hearse came trot- 
ting up. The pallbearers arrived later,

MEMPHIS IS READY FOR VETS. 


Every Preparation Has Been Made 
for the Confederate Heroes. 
Memphis, Tenn., May 2%.—(Special.)— 
Never before in the history of confed- 
erate reunions has any city made more 
extensive preparations for the comfort 
and convenience of the veterans from the 
various states at their respective head- 
quarters than have been made by Mem- 
phis. . 
Commodious and comfortable headquar- 
ters for the various states have been pro- 


* vided for in ‘the large. confederate hall on 


the Front | street side and everything 
about the headquarters has been made 
ready for the coming of the veterans. - 

This is the only instance where any 
city has provided headquarters for all of 
the states in a single wullding, and never 
before have the headquarters been so 
thoroughly equipped. 

Chairman F. M. Norfleet. of the state 
headquarters committee, this (morning 
said the committee had about finished its 
labors and felt that it was fully prepared 
for the reception of the veterans. 

The headquarters are from 40x60 feet 
in size for the largest state to 15x50 for 
the smallest ones. They have been equip- 
ped with tables, chairs, benches, station- 
ery and writing material, telephone ser- 
vice, drinking water, washstands, soap, 
towels. combs and brushes and every 
other convenience that will add to the 
comfort or pleasure of the vistors. 

In each gtate headquarters will 
found a force of registrars to take down 
the name of each veteran as they arrive 
from their respective states. 

A representative of the badge commit- 
tee will be on hand to supply the veter- 
ans with badges 9% their names are reg- 
istered. 

Managers have been chosen for each 
state headquarters from among the best 
citizens of Memphis. All the managers, 
with one or two exceptions, are well 
known ex-confederates, 

Will Receive Commanders. 

It will be the duty of these gentlemen 
to receive the division commanders and 
look after their wants and the comfort 
of the veterans from the states they have 
have been each assigned to. 

A plank walk twelve feet in width runs 
the entire length of the confederate hall 
before: the doors of the ‘state headquar- 
ters and the name of each state’s head- 
quarters will be painted over the doors in 
large letters, so that there will. be no 
trou'ble for the veterans to find the com- 
rades from thefr state. 

The state headquarters have been as- 
signed 1,000 cots, which will be kept in 
the reception rooms so that veterans who 
arrive late can be furnished with a place 
to sieep until they can be properly as- 
signed. 

A large and efficient force of janitors 
under the charge of James Cleary and A. 
Gienn will look after the headquarters 
and keep everything in order. _ 

The headquarters have been provided 
to give the visitors from each state who 
come to the reunion q separate and dis- 
tinct place where they can take refuge 
from the crowded streets and rest in com- 
fort. and where they are certain to find 
the old comrades from their own states 
who fought with them under the stars 
and bars. 

On East S'de of Building. 

The state headquarters will be on the 
east side of the reunion pbuilding. Thir- 
teen states and Forrvests’s’ Cavalry‘ have 
each been provided with separate head- 
quarters. The Pacific slope, Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory have been assigned 
to a single room, as was the case with 
Maryland, West Virginia and District of 
Columbia.

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MOTORMAK STRUCK OWN 


Conductor and Motorman Emptied 
Their Revolvers Into Crowd. 
Many Ladies on the Car 
When the Shooting 

Took Place. — 


_. What came near being a bloody shoot- 
tng affray occurred on one of the Rapid 
Trensit cars on the Decatur line yester- 
day afternoon. A gang of drunken and 
boisterous negroes who were bom/bard- 
ing with stones a car filled with passen- 
gers were fired on by the conductor and 
motorman of the car. None of. the ne- 
@roes were killed, but it is thought that, 
some of them mustijhave been wounded, 
as both the street c+ men emptied their 
revolvers into the c d at point blank 
range. 

Cicero Parker, a motorman for the 
Rapid Transit company, who was com- 
ing into town on the car, wd. struck on 
the jaw by one of the flying stones and 
received a painful wound. 

There were a number of ladies on the 
‘car when the trouble-eccurred, but they 
did not become panic stricken; instead 
they urged the street var men to defend 
themselves. One of the ladies, seeing 
that one of the negroes was armed with 
a pistol, called to the motorman, who 
had just emptied his revolver: 


“Load your pistol again and shoot that |. 


one with the revolver. He will kill you.” 

The trouble occurred at Johnson's sta-~ 
tion, just this side of Kirkwood, where 
the Seaboard Air Line tracks cross the 
Rapid Transit tracks. Car No. 152, in 
charge of Conductor R. B. Bradley and 
Motorman L. J. Burks, was coming into 
town. There were eighty-three passen- 
gers on the car. A gang of ten boister- 
ous negroes, all of whom had been drink- 
ing, were onthe car. They had been 
riding up and down the line nearly all 
the afternoon. Conductor Bradley had 
warned them several times that they 
must keep quiet, but they had not heed- 
ed him. ; 

It was just 5:35 o’clock when the car 
reached Johnson’s station and stopped to 
allow @ party of five ladies to get aboard. 
When they saw all the seats occupied 
they hesitated. Conductor Bradley 
asked some of the negroes to get up and 
give the ladies seats. The men insolently 
refused and began swearing. Bradley, 
who is a small man, jerked two of them 
off his car. With the assistance of Mo- 
torman Burks the others were ejected. 

scon as the negroes were; on the

in a “Moment the afr was full of the 
flying missiles. Parker was struck down. 
Realizing the danger the passengers were 
in, Bradley and Burks pulled their re- 
yvolvers and emptied them into the 
crowd. The negroes were put to flight. 

Among the passengers on the car when 
the shooting took place were W. C. Pope, 
of 102 Auburn avenue; W. L. Webb, of 
37 Peachtree street; J. J. Gay, of 119 Au- 
burn avenue; A. A. Maxwell, employed 
at Rich Bros., and G. R. Donovan, of the 
Capital City bank. | 

This -is the second time that Conductor 
Bradley has been compelled to use his 
pistol on drunken and boisterous negroes 
on his car. About a month ago he shot 
at a negro who attacked him on the Au- 
burn avenue line. The negro he shot at 
will come up for trial thig mornifig in 
Judge Lumpkin’s court.

Rev. L. G. Broughton Talks of Re- 
form in the City Coun- 
cil.

ARGUMENT BEFORE SUPREME. 
COURT BY JUDGE BLECKLEY 


Ex-Chief Justice Logan E. Bleckley, of 
the supreme court, who appeared before 
that tribunal on the occasion of the hear- 
ing of the mandamus suit against State 
Treasurer R. E. Park last week, submit- 
ted to the court a written argument on 
the constitutional question involved in 
the status of the public property fund. 
It was hoped that he would make an 
oral argument, for there were many who 
wanted to hear him, but he decided to 
submit only~a brief written statement. 

Judge Bleckley’s argument, which went 
before the court with Treasurer Park’s 
brief, is as follows: 

“What the constitution says touching 
the proceeds of the sale of property own- 
ed by the state is that these proceeds 
‘shall be applied to the payment of the 
bonded debt of the state, and shall not 
be used for any other purpose whatever, 
s0 long as the state has any existing 
bonded debt.’ 

“What the constitution means by this 
language ig exactly what it says. In 
this instance expression and construc- 
tion are one and the same. No amount 
of exposition or comment can make the 
text clearer than its own letter. If the 
phrase, ita scripta est, has a direct ap- 
pees to anything, it is applicable 

ere. 

“Strict, Hteral construction should al- 
ways be applied to constitutional pro- 
visions designed to preserve the public 
funds, on account of the well known ten- 
dency to prodigality on the part of the 
officers of government, and even the leg- 
islature itself. Pop anes 

“It is utterly impossible to spend~these 
proceeds under the form of borrowing 
them, or any other form, without ‘using’ 
them. No debtor, whether a natural per- 
s0n or a state, can borrow money from 
the same debtor, the same person or state 
that borrows it. No loan can exist with- 
out a lender as well as a borrower. The 
| proceeds of a sale cannot lend out them- 
selves. For them to be lent some per- 
son, natural or artificial, must be the 
lender. What the constitution expressly 
inhibits is ‘using’ these proceeds. If they 
are used, not to pay the bonded debt, 
but ‘for any other purpose ‘whatever,’ 
to pay any other debt whatever, the con- 
stitution is violated: and to suwbstitute 
for these proceeds the proceeds 
of something else, say the pro- 
ceeds of taxation as soon as taxes 
shall be realized, will neither prevent 
the breach nor heal it. This is so wheth- 
er the taxes relied upon be levied before 
or after the rape of the fund made sa- 
cred by the constitution has been com- 
mitted. The oonstitution is broken by 
doing the forbidden thing, no matter what 
additional thing, before or after or at the 
same time, be done also. Moreover, it 
makes a substantial difference in the 
bondholder’s security for the state to 
seize on all the specific security which 
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the bondholder has, convert it to another 
use and pay it out to angther class of 
creditors. With the constitution sacrediy 
observed, he can jlook both to this spe- 
cial fund and to taxation as sources 
from which payment of his bonds may be 
realized; he has this comstitutional pledge 
mas_well as the generar credit and re- 
sources of the state to rely upon. Who 
can say. or who can‘#eliberately think, 
that he has both these classes of security 
after one of them has been withdrawn, 
not for investment or safekeeping with 
title to it still remaining in the state, but 
to be expended in paying off a wholly 
different character of indebtedness from 
that to which the constitution restricts 
its application? After such use of it is 
made the state’s title to it, treating the 
transaction as valid, is gone, and the mis- 
application of the fund. is complete. The 
fund then belongs, not to the state, but to 
those whose claims against the state have 
been extinguished by it. No longer would 
this fund.continue a part of the state’s 
assets, as it would do if it were deposited 
in or loaned to a bank of deposit under 
the law applicable to moneys of the state 
in general, Trustees can loan out the 
trust assets, but they cannot lend to 
themselves nor pay their own debts with 
the trust money. The distinction is vital 
between investing a fund and spending it. 
Where a given fund, such as the pro- 
ceeds of a particular sale, is parted with 
in the payment of debts to which it can- 
not be constitutionally. applied it is ‘used,’ 
and more, it is ‘used up.’ 

“T am aware that I have made this 
argument more wordy than it need to 
be, but I have not done this to show 


4 what the constitution means, but (if for 


any definite purpose) to show that mere 
words cannot obscure its plain and ob- 
vious import. 

‘‘There is no conflict between a strict 
construction as to the means devised by 
the framers of the constitution for the 
preservation of a fund, and a liberal con- 
struction as to the sources from which 
the fund is to be derived. No violence is 
done’ the constitution in holding the pro- 
ceeds of the Northeastern railroad to be 
a part of the fund set apart for the pay- 
ment of the bonded debt, and suth a con- 
struction is entirely consistent with the 
strict construction to be given to the 
words of a constitutional provision or- 
dained for the preservation of the public 
funds. 

‘That this is the natural construction 
is shown by the fact that the legislature 
has so construed it in all the acts relat- 
ing to this railroad, and that the attor- 
ney general himself, whose construction, 
as he contends, is controlling upon ev- 
ery officer of the state government, so 
construed. it until, wnder the pressure of 
this case, he stumbled upon another 
’ view. 

“That the construction which both the 
legislature and the atteraey general have 
so clearly annou is *Ne natural, if 
not the necessary one, is proved by their 
concurrence in t same, and by the fact 
that ho different one was suggested by 
anybody until the occasion for a different 
one was presented in order to cover an 
attempt to wrest a large portion of the 
fun From the grasp of the constitution. 
“Ks to the question of the treasurer be- 
ing in revolt as to a ministerial say it 
is enough to say that the answer of ‘no 
funds’ can be made by any one to whom 
a draft or order is presented for money, 
when he is not the holder of any fund or 
money subject to the draft or order pre- 
sented. This is the answer made by the 
treasurer to the executive warrants. If 
it is true, he is protected; if it is not true 


he ig not cted. Respectfully submit- 
rea. o Dr OGAN B. BLECKLEY.”’

ASK FOR MONEY 


Department Has Not Enough 
To Pay Teachers 


COMMITTEE TO FIND A Wt 


June Apportionment Sheet Will Be 
Prepared Soon and Nearly All 
City Departments Are Ex- 
pected To Request 
Increases. 


This will be an important week in city 
hall circles. It is now about time for 
the June apportionment sheet to occupy 
the attention of the finance committee of 
council. .The first of a series of meetings 
of that committee will be held this week, 
and the various departments will be heard 
from as to their needs. 

The schog] board ig expected to make 
an exceedingly strong plea for an in- 
creased appropriation. Unless this de- 
partment ig given more money, a deficit 
of about $8,000 will stare the board of 
education in the face at Christmas. Since | 
the beginning of the year twenty-two6 new 
teachers haye been added to the system 
to fill the extra scljoel rooms which were 
provided for the accommodation of the 
large number of children that were clam- 
oring for admittance to the schools. 

Despite that fact, and the additional 
fact that the increase in school facili- 
ties made a corresponding increase in 
the bills for fuel and supplies, the school 
board was only given $136,000 with which 
to run the system. An extra $5,000 was 
provided later for the new teachers, but 
no provision was made_for the other in- 
creased expenses. 

At the meeting of the board of educa- 
tion last week the matter was brought to 
the attention of the members of that 
body by Superintendent W. F. Slaton. 
Major Slaton submitted figures to sub- 
stantiate his statements, and as a result 
of his report the board requested the 
superintendent and the assistant super- 
intendent to prepare an itemized state- 
ment showing exactly what amount of 
money will be necessary to run the 
schools until December. 


Will Ask for More Money. 


That statenfent will be filed with the 
finance committee of council by the pres- 
ident and finance committee of the school 
board. The matter will be laid before 
the members of the committee in detail 
and a larger appropriation will be asked. 
It is expected that the city finance com- 
mittee will do everything possible to se- 
cure this increase in funds for the main- 


Scme months ago the board of health 
required the board of education to make 
eo -rtain changes in the sanitary conditions 
in a number of schools. These improve- 
ments cost the board about $8,000, and no 
provision wags made for that extra expend- 
iture. Not long since Superintendent Sla- 
ton and members of the board appeared 
before the finance committee of council, 
and requested that this amount be replac- 
ed, if nossible. 

The committee on electric ligr # is to 
ask for an increase to pay for the city’s 
lighting. The amounts passed up are not 
sufficient to pay all the bills for the 
vear. 

Then comes the proposition of the cham- 
ber of commerce to seli the city hall 
building to the city. The offer is for the 
city to assume a certain indebtedness. 
This matter has been referred to the 
financ2 committee and the committee on 
public buildings and grounds for con- 
sideration. More than a ‘week ago the 
two committees met in joint session for 
the purpose of hearing more about the 
offer, and on that occasion members of 
the board of directors of the chamber 
of commerce explained the details of the 
proposition. 

Bids Are Due Thursday. 

On next Thursday at noon the finance 
committee will officiate at the opening 
of bids for the water bonds. All proposals 
will be opened in the mayor’s office in the 
presence of the mayor, the city comp- 
troller, the members of the finance com- 
mittee and the members of the board of 
water commissioners. 

Less than four days remain before the 
bids will be opened. No bids have as 
yet been received, but from the number 
of applications for information about the 
bonds it ‘s expected that many proposals 


80th. It is probable that bids will not 
be submitted until the very day of the 
opening. 

Each proposal must be accompanied by 
a certified check as a guarantee of good 
faith, and financiers rarely, if ever, file 
such checks in advance of the bidding. 
It seems certain that several good pro- 
posals will come from Aflanta men who 
recognize the gilt-edge quality of the 
bonds.

Joose again. Jhey go back to Old Testa- 
ment prophecy to support this view, anc 
especially make much out of the prophe- 
cies referring to the return of the Jews 
to Jerusalem. Now whatever is meant 
by the passages speaking of a return of 
the Jews, it is aingular that the New 
Testament ig virtually silent on that 
point. These prophecies may have been 
all but fulfilled in the first advent--at 
least the conditions met. The present 
gospel age ‘s sufficient to bring the Jews 
finally into the kingdom before the end. 
Now, as to the teaching gf Revelation, xx, 
it ts the only distinct passage scomins 
to favor a pre-millennial view. In this 
passage itself the second coming is not 
mentioned. The preceding chapter pre- 
sents a scene laid in heaven, and the 
eleventh verse of this chapter presents 
a view of Christ cn His judgment seat.

MERCURY WENT 
DOWN SUDDENLY 


Cold Wind trem Northwest Blew Into 
Atlanta Yesterday. 


WAS FROST IN MINNESOTA 


Cold Weather Here Caused by High 
Barometer in Northwest. 


THE THERMOMETER WENT DOWN TO 54

Drop in Temperature Followed Rain 
~ After a Warm Day on 
Saturday, 


“The cold winds of the northwest came 
down upon Atlanta yesterday, and winter 
clothes and boiled shirts were once more 
this season articles of comfort. 

The cold wave followed a rather severe 
ehower Saturday afternoon and ‘night, the 
rain having been preceded by one of the 
warmest days of the season. This section 
Was ivst in shape, therefore, to let in the 
cold northwestern winds, driven this way 
because of an area of high barometer in 
the northwest. 

Accompanying the high meabeumhis the 
tempersture around the great lakes and 
to the west of them was quite low. In 
St. Paul, Minn., t*, the-mometer ‘went 
down to 38 dep” “ae uay, and there 
Was a sharp rrvse «a “hat section. ‘The 
righ barometer caused the cold air to seek 
an outlet, and it started down is way. 
Some of it. got here. 


Saturday evening the rain came, and im- 


mediately afterwards there was a drop in 
the temperature. From 4 playful jump- 
ing around in the eighties, the mercury 
took a rather sudden fall, and befcre it 
finished had gone down about 2 degrecs. 
It became still colder yesterday morning, 
however, the lowest temperature rccord- 
ed at. the weather bureau being 54 de- 
grees. That, however, is not low enough 
10 cause any material damage to growi 
vegetation. 

If there is any damage at all to the 
crops it will be caused by the high winds 
that prevailed all day yesterday. The 
gele blew at times from fifteen to twenty 
miles an hour, and in occasional gusts 
was even higher in velocity.. The indica- 
tions from gardens around the city were 
that considerable of the vegetation had 
been beaten down to the ground, but not 
to such an extent that it cannot easily 
recover with a succeeding period of fair 
weather, which will no doftbt soon be had. 

It is not thought the cold spell will be 
of lcrg duration, though nothing positive 
could be told about it last night, because 
of the fact that the weather bureau re- 
ceives no outside reports on Sunday. The 
local indications, however, were favorable, 
and the return of warm weather may be 
expected at least by tomorrow. 

Five or six years ago there was. just 
such a cold spell as this in May, though 
it was much mofe severe than the pres- 
ent one. The thermometer then fell he- 
low 40, and.the accompanying frost play- 
ed havoc with the growing cotton. The 
crop recovered by replanting, and it turn- 
ed out to be one of the largest the south 
ever bad. The present cold spell, how- 
ever, is midi in comparison to that one, 
and, of course, no danger is to be feared.

Rev. H. L. Crumley, of the  Decater 
Orphans’, home, spoke to the congrega-° 
tion of the First Methodist church at the 
morning service yesterday on the work 
that is being done for the children of 
north Georgia by the home in DeKalb 
county. : 

He told of the needed improvements 
that were being made at the institution, 
and of others that were being contem- 
plated. At the end of the service he in- 
vited subscriptions for the work and 
several hundred dollars were pledged by 
members of the church. The Busy Peo- 
ples’ class gave $100, Harvey Anderson 
donated $50, while others signed cards 
agreeing to give various amounts to the 
home. 

Dr. Crumley declared that the orphans’ 
home at Decatur had a remarkable his- 
tory. Only one death had been recorded 
in thirty-one years at the home, showing 
that the institution was a healthy one, 
he said, and announced that it was the 
intention of those at the head of tne 
home to take care of the incurables as 
soon as it was possible to do so. 

‘‘We wish to branch out,’’ said he, -“‘that 
we may give succor to every orphan in 
north Georgia who needs our eare. A 
new cottage is needed at the home, be- 
cause one of the houses is filled with 
boys already and it is almost absolutely 
necessary that we have more room. 
There are now about 175 persons’at the 
home, inclusive of instructors and those 
who look after the little ones. Too much 
cannot be said of the good work being 
done by those noble women who give 
their time and labors free for the well 
being of the children of the home.”’ 

Dr. Crumley, during the course of his 
remarks, related in detail the work that 
was being done at the home.

At Merritts Avenue church the pastor, 
Rev. R. F. Eakes, presched at the morn- 
ing hour from the text, Romans xii, 9: 
‘“‘Abhor that which is eVil.’’ He said in 
substance: 


“People who have for so many thou- 


‘sand years had the benefit of the teach- 


ings of al),4i1e prophets, of the Christ and 
of all history, ought to be able to hate 
evil, fs abhor the wickedness that seems 
to #ntice mankind. We abhor sickness 
avid have met with large success in re- 


“noving the tendencies to it in the better 


understanding of sanitary and hygienic 
conditions.- Evil in the text is translated 
from a word meaning unhealthfulness. 
It is a moral sickness, a plague, conta- 
gious in the extreme and leading to 
death. Just as we are interested in re- 
moving disease from our midst we are in- 
terested in removing moral sickness. We 
must abstain from the very appearance 
of evil. We must have nothing to do 
with it; we must leave it so far alone 
that it will have no further flesh to feed 
upon; we must allow no further cause for 
the spread of contagion. 

“Should I venture too near a case of 
smallpox or scarlet fever with my child 
and allow him thus to contract disease, 
all public sentiment would condemn me 
as a criminal. Shall I not show at least 
equal care to keep ‘my child from moral 
contagion? Shall I risk evil influences 
and allow association with questionable 
thoughts and people, and not be likewise 
condemned? God seems to have exhaust- 
ed the very storehouse of heaven's wis- 
dom and power to warn men from the 
evil that is present in the world. He has 
placarded places where sin dwells, He 
Has declared its symptoms and He has 
furnished a remedy therefor, and yet man 
despises all these things. We have had 
evil pointed out to us—‘Abhor that which 
is evil.’ The general rules of the church 
point out many things that indicate the 
tendency toward evil, and which, if 
properly observed, will lead mankind to a 
higher, better life.’’ 

Mr. Eakes read a portion of the rules 
of the church with appropriate and at’ 
times severe criticism upon the laxity of 
their observance. He scored theater- 
going, card playing, dancing as amuse- 
ments not to be indulged in, and gave 
sound advice in reference to these evils 


‘that some people try to wink at.

Dr. A. R. Holderby spoke at the morn- 
ing service on ‘“‘Christ’s Promise to His 
Disciples.’’ 

“The religion of Jesus Christ,’’ said 
Dr. Holderby “is the medicine for the 
troubled world. Christ is the physician. 
He came to bring comfort to sorrowing 
hearts. Nothing comforts like the gos- 
pel. ‘I will not leave you comfortless,’ 
Christ says. ‘I will come to you.’ Won- 
derful statement this. No mere man 
would dare make such a declaration. 

‘“‘Let us see under what circumstances 
Christ comforts His peonle. 

‘1. He will not leave us comfortless in 
our sins. ‘Sin troubles as nothing else 
does. It is the world’s great trouble to- 
day and always has been. Sin makes the 
world unhappy. And without Christ men 
are comfortless. Christ’s people have the 
comfort of His love, His: forgiveness, His 
peace. 

“2. Christ will not leave His people 
comfortless in the worriés and cares of 
lite. At the very time at which they 
most need Him, He will come to them. 
He was watching his disciples in the 
storm on Galilee. He came to them and 
they were comforted and delivered. ‘It 
is I, be not afraid,’ was heard abov- the 
din of the storm. So now Christ comes 
to His people in txeir. trials and sorrows 
of life. He sees them in their distress. 
He comes to them. He comforts them. 

‘3. -urist comforts His people in. their 
times of sviritual doubts and fears—and 
who has not such doubts and fears? Ve 
doubt as to our acceptance with wod. We 
fear that at the last we may fail to 
enter into the joys of the Lord. Tnen do 
we need the comfort of God’s love. : 

‘4. We shall not be comfortless when 
life draws to a close. When the shadows 
begin to deepen and the clouds gather, 
then Christ comes to cheer and com- 
fort. Christ has never yet left His people 
comfortless in the hour of death. 

“Earthly friends leave us at the rivers 
brink.

for a text the tenth. verse of the. sixth | 


chapter of Galatians: “As we have 
therefore opportunity, let us do good un- 
to all men, especially unto them who 
are of the household of faith."’’ 

Dr. Holtzclaw said in part: 

“Christianity has no room for selfish- 
ness. A lake that fs all the time receiv- 
ing and never giving out anything be- 
comes a stagnated cesspool of disease 
and death. A selfish Christian can’t 
grow in grace, neither can he make much 
progress in knowledge and service. The 
moment a man beeomes a Christian he 
assumes an obligation that reaches out 
in three different directions. The first is 
toward God, the second is toward him- 
self and the third is toward. his fellow- 
men. If I am a Christian my first duty is 
to seek the gtory -ofUGod ‘in all things; 
my second duty 1s to ‘make my own call- 
ing and election sure, and my third and 
last duty ts ‘to do, good unto all men, 
especially unto them who are of the 
household of faith.’ 

‘‘We must, however, be careft'l to avoid 
extremes. The world is full of extremists. 
Men are in’ danger of drifting into four 
hurtful things, viz: blind zeal, bitter zeal, 
proud zeal and partial zeal. Zeal without 
knowledge is always dangerous. A man 
who ventures upon a business enterprise 
without a knowledge of that business is 
on a hazardous voyuge and is almost sure 
to be shipwrecked. A bitter zeal is doling 
so-called religious work for spite. No 
man ever succeeded In such work or pros- 
pered in his business. A proud zeal is 
Phariseeism under dnother name; it is 
A partiai 
zeal strains at a-g~at and swallows a 
camel. Our Savic> had reference to this 
last kind of zeal when He sald: 
unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites! for ye pay tithe of mint and 
anise’ ‘and cummin, and have omitted the 
weightier matters of the law, judgment. 


‘mercy and faith; these ought ye to have 


done, and not to leave the other un- 
done.’ The zeal that God smiles upon is 
that which is guided by judgment and 


sweetened with meekness. There is much. 


spludge and splatter that goes under the 
name of Christian work which amounts to 
nothing. Bernard says: ‘A zealous per- 
son without meekness fs like a ship in 
full sail without a rudder, and a‘ meek 
person without zeal is like a ship be- 
calmed. Discretion without zeal is slow- 
paced and zeal without discretion is 
strong-headed; let, therefore, zeal spur 
on discretion and discrétion rein in zeal.’ 

“If we hope to do good in this world 
we must first partake of the divine good- 
ness. A man can’t dispense that which 
he does not possess. Once a man stands 
right with God he has many avenues 
open to him for doing good. He ought to 
Start first with a plous example. The 
great need is deeper piety if we would do 
a& greater amount of good. Those who 
have been called to their reward leaving 
behind them lasting impressions for good 
are those who lived close to God; that is, 
those who have sought diligently to do 
His commandments: When the _ rich 
young ruler came to Jesus and asked 
what gocd thing he should do to inherit 
eternal life he was told to keep thé com- 
mandments. 

“My brethren, it is not a question of 
what would Jesus do*jf He were here on 
the earth now, but it's. What does He 
tell us in His word ‘to do now? He tells 
us to let our light shine. This we can do 
by letting Jesus shine in us. We van do 
good by imparting spiritual knowledge. 
We can teach those’ who need teaching. 
We can pray for those who need our 
prayers, and especially those who have 
asked an interest in Our prayers. We can 
give of our substance, as God has pros- 
pered us, for the spréad of the gospel at 
home and abroad, and to heip the poor 
and needy. 

“I have nothing to .say against secret 
societies, but bid them godspeed in their 
work of charity, but I believe that it is 
the duty of the church to help its own 
poor. I put the church of Christ where it 
belongs—first and foremost in all work 
of charity. 

“A little tract was the means of con- 
verting Richard Baxter, who wrote a 
book called ‘Saints’ Rest,’ which was used 
in the conversion of Doddridge, the au- 
thor of ‘The Rise and Progress of Re- 
ligion in the Soul,’ ‘and that book was 
blessed of God in the conversion of Wil- 
berforce, who wrote the book called ‘A 
Practical View of Religion,’ and that 
book was the means of converting Rich- 
mond, who wrote ‘The Dairyman’'s 
Daughter,’ which has been translated in- 
to more than fifty languages and which 
has. been used of God in the conversion 
of thousands of souls. Brethren, we 
have the means of doing good. The text 
Says we have the time and opportunity. 
Moreover, it gives us the extent to which 
we may go in our efforts. Let us use all 
our resources and become a happier, a 
better and stronger people. In the lan- 
guage of another remember that we pass 
through this world: but once; let us do 
all the good we can as. we pass, for soon 
the journey will end.”
